Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,  -  .* 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  Report  for  1948.  The 
Birth..  Rate  -of  21.5,  although,  showing  a  fall  of  7.5  per  1000 
popuLa-tion-  as ■  compared  with  19  47,  is  well  above  the  average  for 
England  and  wales;  the  Death  Rate  remains  about  stationary. 
There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  infantile  mortality, 
rate  but  against  this  mu  sir  be  taken  into  account  the  fact 
that  the©  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes  and  no  deaths 
from  diorrhoeal  diseases  in  children  under  2  years  of  age. 

These  results  can  be  considered  very  sa  ti  s  f  a  c^to  ry . 

With  the  exception  of  measles,  the  infectious  disease 
rate  is  the  lowest  on  record  with  6  cases  of  Scarlet  Pever  5 
Whooping  Cough  and  no  Dipntheri-a.  *
